UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. W — 
Andrei Vishinsky ca lled Thursda y 
night for a step-by -step progra m 
of a rms reduction with nuclea r 
wea pons to be elimina ted a t the 
ha lfwa y ma rk.

Foreign Aid Boss Stassen’s decision to 
give U. S. industry a fair share of foreign 
orders financed by his setup, though under­ 
bid by non-American competitors, is in line 
with ex isting U. S. foreign economic policy.

Russia On Germany

Russia continues to reiterate what it has 
t 
been saying since Hitler broke the commu- 
nist-nazi alliance by invading Russia in 
19 41 — thus double-crossing Stalin first— 
and almost conquering the Soviet regime. It 
will not stand for a rearmed Germany. 
The Kremlin sugarcoats its words to 
make them palatable to France and other 
backsliding nations. If West Germany is 
not rearmed, Russia will do its best in the 
future to reach agreements on all unsettled 
international problems, including the ban­ 
ning of nuclear weapons, Moscow says. 
Germans on. both sides of the line favor 
unification, and Moscow’s position that this 
would be impossible if West Germany is re­ 
armed is clever propaganda. With France 
and Italy dragging their feet, the prospect 
of any sort of West European defensive or­ 
ganization remains dim. This trend carried 
to its end might put the British-American 
alliance into operation almost completely 
outside the Eurasian land mass. Spain 
might be a surviving foothold.

WASHINGTON Ufi — The J 
controversey lives on 
In some ways it blazes even hotter than ever, three | 
months after the famous scientist was barred by the 
Atomic Energy Commission from further access to 
the government’s atomic secrets. 
Some high octane fuel has been added to _the 
flames with the publication of a new book, “ The Hy­ 
drogen Bomb.” The authors, J ames Shepley and 
Clay Blair J r., say the United States lagged behind 
Russia in developing the H-bomb. And they say Op- 
penheimer, in the days when be was a top scientific 
adviser to the government, is the man most to 
blame. 
Oppenheimer declines to talk about the Shepley- 
Blair book. But he has his firm defenders. And two 
of those criticized along with Oppenheimer in the 
book—Gordon Dean, former chairman of the AEC, 
and Dr. Norris E. Bradbury, head of the Los Alamos 
Weapons Laboratory—say with considerable heat 
that Shepley and Blair don’t know what they are 
talking about. 
All this is not just sound and fury or a conflict of 
personalities. The row goes to the heart of American 
science policy and also, maybe even more so, to the 
heart of that infinitely troubling 20th century prob 
lem: security. Security—what is it and how do you 
get it? 
The four AEC members who rang down the cur 
tain on Oppenheimer said he was a security risk. 
They said he had (1) defects of character, and (2) 
too many friends who were also friendly to Com­ 
munists. One of the four ex pressed the opinion Op­ 
penheimer was disloyal. The fifth member, who has 
since resigned, found on the contrary that the World 
War II atom bomb builder was completely loyal. 
Shepley and Blair don’t dwell on this aspect. They 
say the point about Oppenheimer is that he was 
wrong—wrong in opposing an all-out H-bomb devel­ 
opment program. In times like these, they say, it 
may not be criminal to he wrong about so vital a 
matter—but it is fatal to your country if you ate 
wrong. 
Two other journalists who have gone into the 
matter present a totally different viewpoint. J oseph 
and Stewart Alsop, writing in Harper’s magazine, 
say Oppenheimer got a raw deal. They call the 
AEC’s handling of the case disgraceful, and they 
say AEC Chairman Lewis L. Strauss has been out to 
“ get” Oppenheimer for a long time.
